Ou A Great Athlete 
And “A Wonderful Guy’ 


]acoves “JACK” DUMAS, one of 
the top skiers at Sir George from 
1947-51, was accidentally killed in a 
boating mishap at Lac Baskatong, Oct. 
31. He was 24. 


The popular red-headed athlete was 
a familiar figure around the college dur- 
ing those years and one of its keenest 
competitors. As one grad exclaimed on 
learning of Jack’s death—‘“No one play- 
ed the game cleaner and harder than 
Jack.” That’s quite a tribute to a athlete 
but in his case it’s no exaggeration. 


Those who knew Jack won’t forget 
him. The college was close to him and 
anything that went on in its corridors 
was of great interest to him and you 
could count on his support. They just 
didn’t come any better. 


His activities at college were wide- 
spread. He was captain of the Sir George 
entry in the C.L.A.U. ski meets for four 
consecutive years and one of its best 
competitors, Being coach of the team 
for one year I can say that he literally 
“held the team together.” 


He was also secretary of the ski club 
1947-48 and took an active part in inter- 
faculty skiing competition during the 
same season. The following year he was 
chairman of the Winter Carnival Pro- 
gram Committee and in charge of sports 
activities. As the outstanding skier of 
the carnival meet he was awarded the 
Alumni Trophy. 


During 1949-50 he was a member of 
the Commerce Inter-faculty basketball 
team and in his final year played a big 
part in college dance programs as a 
member of the S.U.S. social committee. 
In 1951 he was a member of the Grad 
annual committee. 


During his undergraduate years he 
took an active part in as many extra-

curricular activities as he could possibly 
find time for. 


Jack graduated in Commerce in 1951. 
At the time of his death he was a sales- 
man with Abercorn Aero Ltd. in Mon- 
treal. 


The son of Mr, and Mrs. Charles P. 
Dumas, Jack studied at Lower Canada 
College before entering Sir George. His 
father is manager of the Canadian 
Credit Men’s Trust Association Ltd. in 
Montreal. 


He is also survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
Paul Triganne (Francoise), of Sher- 
brooke, and Mrs. Robert S. Rollin (Su- 
zanne), Stratford, Conn. 


With the untimely death of Jacques 
Dumas, his friends and Sir George have 
both lost “a wonderful guy.”

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Bill Aamilten, M.p. 
Attacks CBC-TY 


N HIS FIRST address in the House of Commons, William Hamilton urged the 
government-owned CBC to release its “stranglehold” on television in six 
Canadian cities. 

“Bill” is Sir George’s first graduate to be elected to Parliament. He represents 
the Notre Dame de Grace riding in N.D.G. 

He said that private TV stations should be allowed in Montreal, Toronto, and 
Ottawa, where the CBC has stations, and in Vancouver, Winnipeg and Halifax, 
where CBC plans TV outlets. 

However, there was apparently “not one iota hope for private enterprise in of 
this field in our major cities.” 

“In Montreal, years after we might have had a private television station, the 
CBC finally got theirs into operation. Now they are creeping towards a second, which 
will doubtless enable them to accumulate bigger and better deficits.” 

Mr. Hamilton said the last CBC annual report showed a net operating surplus 
of $375,000. 

However it received $11,975,000 from the government in license fees and 
statutory grant. This money was paid “for performing a service which, under a 
government less socialistically inclined than the present one, private enterprise 
would perform for nothing.” 








OVER ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
FOR BURSARIES 


The Province of Quebec has the most complete system of technical 
education for the training of its youth in the entire field of arts and 
crafts, and in order that no talent will be lost for want of financial 
resources, the Department of Social Welfare and of Youth maintains 
a service especially created to study all requests for assistance in that 
respect. 

Bursaries are thus granted to young men or women having the 
necessary qualifications and who can establish their inability to undertake 
or to continue their studies without financial support. 

Students of Highly Specialized, Technical and Arts and Crafts 
Schools, University Students and nurses are eligible to bursaries, together 
with professors who wish to study pedagogy during summer sessions, 
when the courses are held away from their hometown. 

During the present fiscal year, over a million dollars are being 
spent for bursaries by the Department of Social Welfare and of Youth, 
thus enabling over 6,000 young men and women to acquire additional 





knowledge.

A “GEORGIAN” EDITORIAL 


Ou Professors 
And The Students 


yD heats widespread opinion to the contrary, the best college professor is, 
not the one who continually and persistingly tries to be one of the boys, 
not the one who is as little influenced by undergraduate shenanigans as possible. 
From the latter the student may derive some useful and appreciable knowledge; 
the former, almost without exception, fills him with a mass of authoritative, serious, 
learned and completely useless sets of facts that he forgets before the ink of his 
examination paper is dry. 


This is not a very subtle revelation and any reasoning young man should be 
able to understand it even politicians with honourary degrees. 


The inferior professor usually holds his profession in contempt and he will 
often make slighting wisecracks about it. His subject, dulled by repetition and 
opposition, no longer holds for him the magic and excitement it did in his 
postgraduate days. His ideal working hours is a myth for he must attend faculty 
meetings and parties, and he must keep up to date in his field lest his students 
ask embarrassing questions. He is, also, expected to make think flappers, and 
athletics and movies innoculated adolescents, who are almost as congenitally 
incapable of thinking as bank presidents, missionaries, and Q.C.’s. To top it off, the 
college professor is so vastly underpaid that first rate men are never drawn to the 
profession at all, 


To escape this stew, this professor will often turn to student activities which 
he foolishly believes to be inhabited by the irresponsible and devil-may-care attitude. 
He will attend faithfully the undergraduate dances, tap his fingers in time to the 
jive, and valiantly attempt to hold his own in the guzzling department while all 
the time he will be unable to control a secret wish that the rye on rocks be 
homogenized milk on chocolate syrup. And try as he might to conceal his true 
feelings, they will inevitably reveal themselves on his face as glaringly and as 
distinctly as German measles. 


The superior professor, on the other hand, is the enthusiast. He does not 
care to be one of the boys, but he would not consider unwise the suggestion that 
the boys become one of the professors. Seldom is he the venerable, gentlemanly mas- 
ter of the situation. Often he is awkward and traditionally absent-minded, down- 
right childish and a “character”; and the students recognize he is of true blood He is 
interesting because he is interested himself, and he inspires students not to absorb 
in totality the outdated thoughts of others, but rather to select those parts 
they find valuable and from these to build and develop new and unorthodox 
thoughts. of their own. He does not rely on fashionable pedagogical tricks, but 
pours forth, year after year, such enthusiastic chunks of his gospel that students 
fall easy prey to the infectious spirit, and thus they learn something. 


This professor also sees through the “college years are the best years in the 
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student’s life” hoax. They are, he correctly senses, in nine cases out of ten, miserable, 
self conscious, grouping ones, when for the first time the student discovers how 
ignorant and lost he truly is. The skeptic, here, will be convinced by a good look 
at students on their way to lectures in the morning. A more morose and sorry 
lot hardly be imagined. Most are bleary-eyed from nights of frustrating study and 
those who have followed wise counsel and taken up at least one sport are generally 
found to be nursing dislocated bones and charley horses; and these can hardly wait 
to reach the lecture room where they may convalesce without undue disturbance. 
In comparison, the life of the nine to five slave is a bed of roses.

i ANY of you should happen to read the Montreal daily newspapers you will 
find the name of Sir George Williams College conspicuous by its absence. This 
was not so much the case last year when our three-million-dollar-plus building cam- 
paign was under way, but now that things have more or less settled back to normal, 
good old Sir George is no longer in the public eye. There is a reason for this. 


For quite a few years now our College has been almost entirely dependent on 
the industry of its students for any publicity which may have found its way to the 
local press and radio. Never have we been so fortunate as to have in our employ 
a fulltime, salaried public relations officer. This means that any releases that do 
appear in the press are too haphazard and ill-timed to create any lasting impression 
of our College. 


Perhaps many of us don’t mind saying that we go to Sir George, and then 
explaining carefully that it is a chartered university, that it does grant recognized 
degrees, and that there are reasons other than that of academic standing why we 
don’t want to go to another college. It is a safe bet that some of us do mind. 


We can’t flatly state that an official publicity representative would do away 
with such problems as this, but it’s a sure thing that such a person might reduce 
outside ignorance of Sir George Williams College to an unprecedented minimum. 


Postgrad Editor’s Note: This question was brought up at the November 
meeting of the Alumni executive by Gunther Brinkshulte, president of 
the college’s Student’s Council. With the college growing as it is, the 
executive felt that in due course the need for a full-time publicity director 
would likely be seriously considered by college authorities. For the time 
being it was recommended that the students secure an undergrad 
interested in journalism to advise local papers of any activities that might 
be of general interest to the public. The student president was assured 
that the local press would be only too ready to cooperate with the 
students.

Prof. Hughes, speaking to students that include some who travelled from as 
far as St. Eustache, Greenfield Park and Lakeshore communities to attend evening 
classes, said Sir George Williams College and its schools had “provided a solution 
of the acute problem of second-chance education.”

the college is a division, reports that 
plans are proceeding on schedule, and 
that actual construction will probably 
get underway in the late Spring. 

A building fund campaign for more 
than $3,000,000 held last year fell some- 
what short of its objective, necessitating 
revisions in the early plans for a four- 
storey building on property which has 
been acquired south of the present 
college site on Drummond Street. Early 
plans were drawn on a tentative basis, 
and since then, modifications have been 
made so that the final building plan 
will make the best possible use of the 
land and funds available. 

A portion of the money contributed 
in last year’s campaign was set aside 
for overall Y.M.C.A. expansion in 
Montreal, and these separate projects 
are all well underway, the announce- 
ment said. The Northmount Branch 
building will be completed in the Spring, 
and plans for the new Lachine Branch 
are reaching the final stage. Interior 
work on the Central Branch Building, 
which also houses Sir George Williams, 
is well advanced in a plan for real- 
locating existing space to benefit the 
seriously overcrowded college.

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Dean Aall Warns 
Students Te “Make 
Thein Liues Count” 


EAN HENRY F. HALL, of Sir 

George Williams College, warned 
student delegates from 51 Quebec high 
schools last month of the threat of 
increasing indifference to the real values 
of life among the people of the Western 
world, 


Dean Hali addressed the students at 
the 10th Annual Students’ Council Con- 
ference, held at West Hill High School. 


He told them of the rapid change 
in the world today, and of the enormous 
responsibilities which they, as future 
leaders, will have to assume. 


He advised them of the need for 
teachers, social workers, and ministers, 
and urged that they think seriously of 
joining those professions. The most im- 
portant thing, he said, was that they 
“make their lives count,” and not shirk 
their responsibilities to society. 


After the address, the student dele- 
gates had a debate on whether school 
assemblies should be governed by teach- 
ers or student councils.

Piychiatrist Notes Roles 
of Church, Hame 


HE HOME and the church have 

vital roles to play in the preven- 
tion of juvenile delinquency, alcoholism, 
drug addiction and other psycho-social 
illness of our society affirms Dr. C. A. 
Roberts, chief of mental health for the 
Department of National Health and 
Welfare, in an article in HEALTH. 
Every citizen has a share in the respon- 
sibility for removing the conditions in 
our communities which cause or contri- 
bute to these troubles. 

“The more we study drug addiction, 
juvenile delinquency, and even the 
problems of our aging citizens, the more 
we realize that these result from a 
failure of our present social patterns to 
meet adequately the needs of the indiv- 
idual,” writes the psychiatrist, “We are 
justifiably proud of our standard of 
living as measured by the material 
things it provides in our environment. 
To a lesser extent we boast of the im- 
provement our progress has brought, 
in nutrition and physical health. Too 
seldom do we measure our standard 
of living in terms of human happiness 
and contentment .. . More and more 
we are focussing attention on our phys- 
ical needs while failing to provide an 
opportunity for the individual to feel 
he is a worthwhile citizen performing 
useful tasks and gaining for himself sub- 
stantial satisfaction through accomplish- 
ment.” 

Dr. Roberts cites as the first essential 
in the making of useful citizens the pro- 
vision of a home life full of love and 
security — in addition to proper diet, 
proper clothing, warmth and comfort. 
The infant must feel wanted. 

“One wonders how such a climate 
can be provided in the overcrowded 
slums of our cities, in homes where there 
is discord between parents, in homes 
torn by alcoholism, separation or di- 
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vorce, or when other such factors are 
present to mar the environment of the 


growing child.” 


The second need is for a re-evalua- 
tion of our moral and ethical standards, 
Dr. Roberts maintains. To develop 
normally, a child must grow in a proper 
atmosphere of right and wrong, or good 
and bad. From the first he must learn 
that certain actions on his part are to 
his advantage while others bring un- 
desired results; that his behaviour in 
a group is necessarily related to that 
of others in the group, and if he wants 
to get along he has to give as well as 
to receive benefits. 

“In meeting the challenge of all the 
psycho-social conditions the church has 
a vital role,’ he goes on, “No other 
agency has the same access to the indiv- 
idual, and through this relationship, the 
church has a responsibility to prescribe 
many of the social and moral standards 
of our communities and of the people 
who make up these communities.” 


The school is also important, having 
a duty to teach for future living. The 
teacher, even more than the school, in 
a more personal and meaningful way 
has a terrific impact on the growing 
child. The attitudes, behaviour and 
moral values of the teacher often set the 
behaviour pattern for our children — 
particularly is this true of children 
coming from discordant homes. 


School, church, and other community 
organizations should not be allowed to 
replace family activities or to make life 
easier for parents, however, warns Dr. 


Roberts. 


“In community planning, let us ever 
be conscious of the inner needs of 
people — conscious that there are in 
many ways more important than their 
physical needs,” the article concludes. -

Criticizes "The Georgian’

pypurea suspicion has tended to mark the relationship between English 
departments and college newspapers ever since dailies and weeklies became 
established features of campus life. Already harassed by the complaints of their 
fellow faculty members about “the disgraceful standard of grammar and expression” 
among upper classmen who have presumably passed freshman composition courses, 
professors of English tend to await each issue of the college newspaper with mingled 
fear and self-pity—for its errors, its misspellings and its crudities of expression will 
stand as symbols for all our failures in communication and instruction. 


It was not surprising, therefore, that this tension came to a head recently, at 
McGill, when Professor S. E. Sprott, unable to contain himself any longer, wrote 
to inform the Editor of. the McGill Daily that a recent issue of that periodical 
was “a disgrace to the university.” He certainly made a formidable case for his 
contention, one which must have caused considerable self-examination on the part 
of the Daily’s editorial board. ‘s 


As Prof. Sprott sees it, the remedy is comparatively easy. Let the Daily staff 
learn the rules of grammar and take pains to think accurately and correctly, and 
their problems of effective communication will all but disappear, O sancta 
simplicitas! No one would wish to apologize for the Daily, and it is undeniably 
possible for students to learn certain basic and useful principles of good English, 
but the habit of precise and graceful expression is one that generally comes through 
some unconscious process akin to osmosis, rather than through the conscious applica- 
tion of abstract rules. And when one considers the linguistic environment of 
twentieth-century students—movie, advertising stereotypes, jargon-ridden news and 
picture magazines, and suety newspaper copy—the wonder is that things are not 
very much worse. If the community itself has no respect for good writing, it is not 
surprising (however deplorable) that university students should suffer like the rest 
of us. 


However, I have been asked, not to pontificate, but to criticize the GEORGIAN. 
Let me begin by saying that this year’s editorial board seems to me to be the best 
in years. The makeup is attractive (though the long columns of solid type on the 
feature pages are sometimes rather forbidding), the standard of reporting generally 
good (though it would be possible, if unprofitable, to point out individual lapses), 
and the tone of the paper as a whole remarkably high—I have even heard students 
suggest that it is too high. The GEORGIAN’S pages have been open to long and 
serious discussions of important issues, and the sports section in particular maintains 
a level of literacy and intelligence in comment and reporting that the sports writers 
of some Montreal dailies could imitate with profit. 


I have been told that the Board will not be interested in this critique unless it 
hits hard. Since I cannot manufacture indignation and discontent when the causes 
for them do not exist, my comments may seem disappointingly mild, but, for what 
they are worth, here they are. I shall not emulate Prof. Sprott by concentrating 
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upon grammatical and rhetorical solecisms, because, although they are not hard 
to find even in the Georgian, negative criticism of that kind is easier to make than 
to act upon. 

(1) Student newspapers thrive upon controversy; in fact, the opportunity 
for argument and discussion which they afford is one of the best justifications for 
the time, trouble and expense involved in producing them. This year, there has 
been a certain amount of controversy in the Georgian, but of a kind. I think, to 
stimulate heat rather than light. Your editorials, articles and letters to the editor 
often seem to be written by party-liners (of various parties) and to invite, not so 
much argument, as the knocking of chips from shoulders. A reader who makes 
rather wild charges about the lack of intellectual freedom in Canada is rudely 
answered by another reader who resorts to the argument ad hominem instead of 
making the reasonable refutation that was open to him; an article which over- 
simplifies and distorts the problem of British relations with India is answered by 
a letter which makes precisely the opposite distortions and simplifications; an 
editorial which makes somewhat crude capital out of anti-American feeling is 
balanced by an editorial which makes similarly crude capital out of anti-socialism. 
This sort of thing is, perhaps, to be expected in the large metropolitan dailies which 
have other primary interests than the opening of minds, but it is not good enough 
for a college where the submission of the mind to the facts of experience—seeing 
the object as, in itself, it really is—should be a basic discipline, Neither life ‘nor 
politics is, unfortunately, so simple as your writers someties make it appear to be. 


(2) I should like the Georgian to include in its columns reviews’ of movies, 
plays, concerts and other artistic events. Good criticism of this kind is scarce in 
Canada, and if college papers do not encourage such a discipline, I do not know 
of many other. likely training grounds. Of course, regular features of this kind 
involve a great deal of time and effort, and the members of the staff are probably 
hard-pushed already. Nevertheless, a lively review column would do much for 
the Georgian; any other kind would not be worth the space and trouble. 


(3) My final criticism involves matters which are beyond your immediate 
control. I suspect that the Georgian is taken too much for granted by the student 
body as a whole. Through the efforts of a comparatively small number of con- 
tributors and editors, the paper has at last reached a stage where it can stand 
comparison with any college newspaper in Canada. If it is to advance from that 
position to one of undoubted pre-eminence—and, with our large and _highly- 
diversified enrolment, there is no reason why that should not be possible—then 
the contribution of the staff must be matched by interest and activity on the part of 
its readers. With plenty of controversial articles, a lively letter column and some 
concrete evidence that the paper serves a living community, the Georgian might 
often be irritating, but it would never be dull.

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Religion Stressed 
By Queen's Professor 


ELIGION. should not be taught in 
schools, but teaching should be 
such that children acquire a religious 
attitude, Dr. A. R, M. Lower, historian 
and author, said in Montreal last month. 
Dr.’ Lower, professor of Canadian 
history at Queen’s University, Kingston, 
said religious verities such as love of 
fellow men should be instilled into 
pupils at school. 

Dr. Lower was contributing to a 
seminar that brought about 100 Univer- 
sity of Montreal and 100 McGill under- 
graduates together for an afternoon’s 
discussion. 

The students divided into five com- 
missions to debate whether religion 
should be taught in schools, whether 
today’s education fits students to face 
contemporary problems, whether it de- 
velopes a sense of social responsibility, 
whether classics should be taught, and 
at what age students should specialize. 

Dr. Lower and Prof. L. P. Audet, 
of Laval University’s social sciences 
department, outlined the development 
of educational philosophy and adminis- 
tration in Canada’s two-language com- 
munities. 

Prof. Audet declared that the profes- 
sor’s personality was as important an 
influence on a student as the subject he 
teaches. 

Attendance this year was more than 
double a similar seminar last year, the 
first of its kind between McGill and 
U;.of M.
